Cousequt'iitly lU) gvciit loss or inoauvciiiouco 
was experieTieed till liilcly, Ijy taking tlio 
Dritish sovereign as an eqnivident lor tlm 
American fivo-doUar piece. Speculators 
iowever, finding timt 'Soyoroigns passed 
here for fifteen cents m^ro thivn'tlieir' intrin- 
sic valuo introdui-nij tbom into tiie nmrket 
in such qu.mtitie.s ns to render United 
.State.i'ccin o.\ti-oiiu>ly Kcnrcc. rairopcun and 
.South AiiieiiL-au coin were aUo imported 
from .'■'an rraiK-isoo and uirciilutcd here at 
more than tlii'ir vaku! [Ium'u. ^Vlarinod at the 
altered value, intrinsically, in the! circula- 
ting medium, — which WHS felt by the mer-

YOUNQ MENS' CHEISTIAN ASSOCIATION. 

Pursuant to. public notice tho Supreme 
Court Room wns filled on Suturdny ovenins!; 
by a largo and rcspcctiililenudiciicc for tlic 
purpose of organizing !i Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association. 

Col. Moody, II. E., on taking tlie Ciiair, 
requested ,the Rev. E. Evans, D. D. Super- 
iatcndant of tlio "Wesleyan Mission, to open 
the meeting by prayer ; nftor which the 
Chairman c.vplained the object of tho As- 
sociation, and urged with groat cogency 
the importance of scientific, and historical 
knowhnlgo to young men, and tlic ininionso 
advantages wliicli tlicy \\ou\d dorivo IVoni 
Divine nssistanco in pursuing those vari- 
ous brandies of study wliicli were essential 
to the good citizen and Christian. 

Tho Kov, E. Cridge, Pastor of the Victo- 
ria Establishc'l Church, then moved the 
following resolution : * 

That this Mooting, recognizing tho use- 
fulness and importance of Young Mens' 
Christian Associations, .^s gratiflfsd to find 
thnt steps hnve been taken to establish ono 
in. this, to vn. 

■'•'Ho ■supported it at some length with 
many pertinent illustrations, and expressed 
himself ■warmly in favor of t!ic institution. 

T. J. Pidwcll, Esq., seconded the motion, 
lie adverted to the good results from sini- 
ilar institutions elsewhere; passed some 
, strictures upon the nlarmiug increase of 
snloons.-^and concluded that the organiza- 
'tion of a Christian Asssociation with its 
■Library, and the opportunity which it 
•would allord for tho discussion of gen- i 
era! tltcologicid ?n(\ politicid questions 
would hnve a powerful toniicii,;y togunnlj 
the j-oung men of this coiopy from falling 
into habits destructive of good morals. 

Tho Rev. Dr. Evans, with an eloquent 
and forcible speech then moved : 
-..That this meeting pledge itself to encour- 
^Vge nn<l support by every means in its 
power, this, the first Young Mens' Chris- 
- tion Association established in Yancuu- 
Tor's Island. 

Ills remar'js exhibited tho greatest 
degree of tolerance. All narro^w views in 
tho organization and working of the asso- 
ciation ■were undesirable. To cherish the 
great essentials nf religion as laid down by 
the founder of C'liristianity was the prin- 
cipal object nf tho institution. The moral 
and spiritual advantages to tho young men 
of the colony arising from the Association 
ho was satisfied would bo Tory groat. It 
deserved every encourngement, and he 
heartily concv.rred in promoting tho oliject 
of itsTonnders, and hoped it would not only 
ficeure moral, but dnaucial support. 

Tho Ucv. W. F. Clarke, Congregational 
jNIissior.arj', with great pleasure seconded 
tho motion, and supported it with a speech 
of considerable length, replete with argu- 
mont-and illustration, portraying tlie ad- 
vantages of the association in a community 
like this, where tho population was so un- 
settled ; where there was so little public 
opi(iion to inlUicnco and direct young men; 
whilst there wore so many things incident 
totlioloveof money in a g ild country to 
induce youth to contrih.'t liuliit-i adverso to 
the progress of morals and religion.
